The arrangement consists of a series 
of staves,

form a barrel. 
The sides ol tlie barrel are 


straight, and the beads are held h\ plaoe by 
lugs, alternating when tbo barrel is set up 
on opposite sides of Ihs bead. Tbo Leads 
are thus of less diameter thim (tie inside of 
Ibe barrel, so that the luUer, wben re- 
tutneu, may he packed full of heads, and
